There have been tragediés of 
those who clung too long to 
‘evered and once profitable 
practices. 

The new business man must 
be eager to take advantage of 
the slightest changes in trend. 
It is no day for secrecy. Back- 
ward glimpses should not be 
longing and desirous of what 
is behind, but intelligently in- 
quisitive of facts. 

Index numbers and carefully 
plotted charts and statistical 
tables have come to have a 
new meaning. The business 
man must be able to spot his 
position, and if it’s wrong, 
correct it.
